“mon, who were in charge of tho Captain 
Suporintendent of Polioo, had recovered 
three of the buried persons, who were 
alive, and, after first sid had been render. | 
ued by Dr. Aubrey, these were sent away 

’ to, the hospital, in 4 moré or, less serious 
 eundition, due-as much “to shock as to 
their injuries, 

Drs, Aubrey, Jordan, . McKenny, 
Thomas and Thompson were in attend: 
ance throughout the rescuing operations, 
By noon two more porsons had been 
recovered, after large quantitica of débria 
had beon removed. These bod sustained 
severe head injuries, and, after. being 
attended to by the medical .men ‘on, the 
seone, were aleo despatched on ambul- 
ancey to the hospital. “The noxt person 
tou be rescued was’ a little girl of about 
eloven years of age, She was buried 
under about five foct of débris, and had 
to be dug unt. Her legs were. securely 

’ pinioned by beams and large stones, and 
it was a long time before she was finally 
" yolonged, and it was then discovered that 
her legs were badly smashed, and she had 
algo sustained ahead injury. She isin a 
critical condition, 

About this time it was realised “that 
considerable danger attended tho work, of 
the rescuers owing to the shaky condition 
of the renaining- portion . of the retain: 
ang wall, and oven. whilo the’ firemen wore 
“yemoving the beams ‘und bricka o fall 
vf earth and stone occurred. Thus, when 
the sixth rescue had been effected, the por- 
tion, of the wal) which gave every: indi- 
cation of collapsing was strengthened by 
mins of poles, elo, After this had been 
done the work of rescue was again pro- 
cocded with, heavy rain falling all the 
time. 

Soon after the resumption of operations 
the body of @ woman was recovered, and 
another little girl was alav recovered, but 
sho had sustained such severe injiries’ 
that she died within a few minutes of 
being rescued. Up to a late hour. Inst 
night no other reseue had been effected, 
and it must be assumed that the five or 
six other persons who are buried under 
the débris have succumbed. 

The portion of the wall which collapsed 
meagured about 60 by 100 feel, and it 
was about three feet thick. In addition, 
a large quantity of earth and stones also 
crashed on to the servants’ quarters, The 
collapse occurred without the slightest 
warning, and the vcenpants of the quar- 
ters had absolutely no chance af ercape.
